Earthquake In Illinolt Doc* Da 


Mldlnj Proptirtj. 


WESOXA, nis., Oct. 8.~The inhabi- 


;ant« of this towu were greatly alarmed 
yesterday by an earthquake. The shock 
occurred at 1:20 in the morning, and 
was preceded by a rambling noise that 
awakened nearly everyone. A.few mo- 
ments later there was a shock. Then 
there was a lull for two or three min- 
utes, followed by more rumbling and 
then more quaking, which was so vio- 
lent as to shake disheg from the pantry 
shelve*. Many people ran to the streets 
in their fright, and in some instances 
women screamed for aid. It was over 
an hour before quiet was restored, and 
many people were so alarmed that they 
sat up until daylight. The shock was 
so violent a, good deal of damage was 
done to the coal mines in this vicinity. 
Slate and rock wns shaken from the 
roofs and veins, and there is scarcely a 
mine bnt will have to expend $200 or 
$300 to repair the damage. 


STARVED TO DEATH. 


Family Pound In • Horribla Condition 


Near Cleveland. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 8.—A horrible case 


of barbarism and misery waa discovered 
by the coroner today a few miles east of 
Cleveland. Carl Longowitz has been 
living with lu's wife and children in a 
filthy shed devoid of furniture.

day their baby, 9 days old, died. The 
coroner todny found the family in a 
horrible condition. The body of the 
baby was covered with dirt and was a 
mere skeleton. The coroner believes 
death wus caused by starvation. A 
week ago the neighbors took an 18 
months' old boy away from the family, 
and are trying to save hii life. He was 
on the verge of starvation. Longowitz 
has seven children. All are dead except 
the rescued boy. and tho neighbor* say 
all died as the baby did. Longowitz is 
in jail pending the coroner's inquest, 
having Been arrested after a desperate 
fight with the officers. 


PERU AND BOLIVIA.

Judges generally like to find fheud- 


ders of milk cows in the condition nat- 
ural to the time of day when handled in 
the ling. It ia wane than a blunder to 
•bow a cow with an abnormally distend- 
ed odder, hard, hot and uncomfortable, 
the rnsnlt of delayed milking. Every 
animal in milk should be milked not 
later than 4 o'clock a. m. on the day 
of examination. I wish every fair asso- 
ciation by its roles disqualified any cow 
brought into the ring without being 
milked that morning at a stated hour. 
Yet judges should see the udders fairly 
full, and also when milkfed clean. The 
cow classes ehonld therefore be shown 
between 2 and 4 p. m., and, where pos- 
sible, the prize animals should be milk- 
ad out before they leave the ring. 


Show animals should be accustomed 


to general handling by strangers. This 
is «»3ily done with a little care and 
practice. Do not bring into the ring » 
"ticklish, "obstinate or unruly creature. 
Show animals should lead well and 
stand handling quietly. And indeed I 
would by no means confine these desir- 
able qualities to animals forthering. A 
bull showing bad temper or a stubborn 
ow or youngster that has to be pushed 
and dragged into tie ring bad better be 


ept at borne. Such are creditable to 


neither themselves nor their owners.

The calf classes are a pnzcle to judges 


and a «nare to exhibitors. If a fair man- 
ager, I would not permit calves to be 
shown ieas than 8 months old, and what- 
ever the rules I would not advise ex- 
nibltors to enter animals of less age. 


Uniformity seems to roe a very im- 


portant point in all exhibits of animal* 
In groups, and too often neglected by 
owners. In showing a herd individual 
excellence and success as winners may 
be given preference, but some regard for 
uniformity should be bad. When show- 
ing the get of one bull or the produce of 
one cow, uniformity thonld have first 
aonsideration. The merit of bull or cow 
M a breeder cannot be so well estab- 
lished by an occasional offspring of su- 
periority as liy evidence of uniform ex- 
cellence a.s a characteristic of its prog- 
eny.

Sticky fly paper will 


not kill them all; neither will fly stone 
nor insect powder. Some day after you 
have got the cheeses safe into their 
hoopa in the curing room shut the doors 
of that roota tight, so that nothing can 
get into it, and then fumigate the cheese- 
making room. To do it Abut the doors 
and windows of the making room and 
stop up every crevice that yon can. 
Then take a small quantity of powdered 
sulphur, pour over it a tablespoonfnl of 
alcohol, put it into an old tin or iron 
vessel, carry it into the*chee«eniaking 
room and set fire to it 
As soon as you 


do this hold your nose and run out 
quick, shutting tbe door behind yon 
Let things simmer thus for an hour or 
•o. Then open tbe doors and windows 
of tfae making room, and yon will find 
the flies Lud out cold. This fumigation 
ia also excellent for killing any poison- 
ous decaying germs from tbe milk Wash 
carefully all the utensils in tbe room 
before using them. 


Feed growing pigs skimmilk mixec 


with wheat middlings, and you will 
find them giving you back dead sure 35 
oents per 100 pounds for your skim 
milk.

The Apple Crop, 


For 1895 the applscropof the United 


Btates will be worth anywhere from 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000, probably 
nearer tha latter figures than the former 
A large part of this vast crop will come 
from Sew York and Michigan, but Mis- 
souri is becoming a formidable rival U- 
thoso states. Apples are a suver grow tb 
in Missouri than in either New York or 
M'^higan because of the milder climate. 
In the Oiark country the crop has faile;! 
only three times in the past 25 rears. 


This year there will come n-'ar T>erag 


a glut in the fruit market, bu far as ap- 
ples are concerned. Missouri alone will 
furnish from f 12,000,000 te $15,000,- 
000 worth. Orchards of hundreds of 
acres are no great novelty in the prolific 
Ozark country. Ei-Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Norman J. Colman has 6,000 peai 
trees and 2,000 apple trees, the latter 
bending under the heaviest yield they 
have ever borne. Apples pay if the pro- 
ducer can get 30 cents a bushel for them 
on the tree. In almost every part of tbe 
apple producing section the yield is a& 
great as in Missouri. The only hope of 
making this great quantity of fruit pay 
is to ship it to Europe, •where goo£ np- 
ples are scarce. For this purpose the nt 
most care must be observed in packing 
The rest of the crop that cannot be con- 
sumed at home and made into cider.cider 
jeilj and vinegar can be fed profitably to 
Livestock. Apple fed pork is a delicacy 
The people of the United States, too, 
ought to eat more apples than they do.

A Plant For Arid States. 


What the corn crop is to the middle 


and southeastern states alfalfa promises 
to become to the arid states of the went 
and southwest. Most people have he^rd 
that it is a plant of ihe ctover family,

immense value to the soil itself few 
have any idea. Like ordinary clovers it 
strikes downward a thick and tough 
tapioot. This great root goes down some- 
imes 20 feet in seaich of the subterra- 
nean water. It brings up from far below 
he surface the mineral salts the soil 
needs and makes it soft, rich and pal 
erizable.

Sir. Say era, discussing the appropria-

Ic 
m hour or two he inquired why his 
baggage had not been sent up to his 
room. Tbe porter was tent for and ex- 
plained that the jrapgfer company had 
uol bceii'iiijjtf "STTKiTit. Inqnirie* were 
made by telephone, hot the railroad 
people could give no information of the 
mining baggage. 


"Well, I am in a nice fix." Mid the 


new gne«t to the hotel clerk, "for all 
my clothes are in my trunks, and I sup- 
pose the things have gone astray." 


The clerk was very sympathetic, for 


a traveling man without his clothes is 
indeed to be pitied. Tbe fellow man- 
aged to borrow $30 to bay eorae shixts, 
collars, tiee, etc., and went ont of the 
hQtelTcwirjgTeBgwance aguihst the rail- 
road company. 
He eren had the hotel 


clerk pay for a:telegram to Chicago in- 
quiring at the depot there aa to where 
the trunks bearing certain numbered 
checks had been sent to. The reply came 
back that they would loot the matter 
up, and pending the information the 
new gneat had a royal good time at the 
hot*!. la; a few days te'diiappeared, 
and it then dawned upon the hotel men 
that they had been neatly swindled by 
the meant of two baggage check* wliiuw 
evidently had been stolen at §x3me time 
in Chicago or elsewhere. 


Another favorite trick to defraud a 


hotel is done by means of a confederate. 
Gae man will go to a first class house 
and secure a good room. About the sec- 
ond: day he will be in the office, and 
While there the hotel clerk will receive 
a telephone message purporting to come 
from & well known store asking if Mr. 
So-aiid-so desires the goods he ordered 
sent up to the hotel. The clerk will nat- 
urally ask the guest the question, and 
he will reply that he desires the gcwds 
aent up. When tbe package arrives, there 
ia always $10 to $25 to be paid. The 
hotel man is reqnested by the gnest to 
"•ettle the amount and charge it up in 
my bill" It does not pay to offend 
n gneet whose appearance indicates 
wealth, K> the money ia handed out in 
payment 
The goes* now disappears, 


and his trunk ia found to be a cheap 
one and generally fall of paper, while 
the package which baa been paid for 
by the hotel people is also worthless. 


Bogus t-elegrfwag and letterheads are 


frequently used by "cPBdbeats" in or- 
der to secure a little ready caeh nntil 
"my money arrivee," and very often 
the scheme works all right, for a hotel 
clerk is arwaya afraid of offending a 
guest:in tl^eee matten, f or should be 
migtrast an honest man he will injure 
the. hotel's reputation. 
While most ho- 


tels make it a rule not to cash drafts or 
checks or loan money, still very often 
the * * deadbeat'' will make them break it. 


A scheme which baa recently been 


worked all pTer the country was for the 
"deadbeat" to send by express a pack- 
age to a hotel in another city. It would 
be besvily sealed and marked, "Value 
|200," and the hotel man, thinking 
that it contained jewelry intended for 
a guest soon to arrive, would put it in 
the safe. In a few days the "deadbeat" 
would tern up at the hotel, register and 
inquire if a package had arrived for 
him. He would be told that it was in 
the safe, and he would tell them it con- 
tained watches and valuables. Tbe game 
night a loan of $20 would be asked for, 
and the botel man, remembering the 
valuable package in the safe, would in 
nine cages out of ten hand out the coin. 
The guest •would disappear, and when 
the package was opened it was found to 
be of no value. 


As all accounts in hotel* are rendered 


weekly it is impossible lor dirhoaest 
persons to obtain free living for longer 
thuu a %veek, for they will be requested 
to pay or vacate. 


A nan aad bis wife, by placing a sup- 


posed jewel case in a hotel srife, mun- 
aged, sonio time ago, to secure over six 
weeks' living in n well known hotel in 
this city. 
The landlord, who hud teen 


the woman -weai-ins a quantity of j«w- 
els, naturally supposed they were in tho 
jewel case hi his safe. 
When the guests 


disappnured and die pjwkage vras opened,

cbjcctioa I cou say if ucw builuii^s are 
to be put up build them Ion? and u;sr 
row, as in the case of tho cow barn be- 
fore described, for the same saving iu 
the cast of the smaller sized lumber rein 
be made. Lumber ot what we call yani 
sizes costs $12 to $1.") per tliousund. 
Sawed sizes cost §18 to $20, and quite 
large sticks, which have to be of good 
pine, may cost $30. Such a build- 
ing as above indicated can be built of 
yard sizes and would not cost over half 
a> much as a square bank barn of the 
Chester county pattern of the same ca- 
pacity. If your old barn is good, take 
ont your basement stables, drop your 
bays and so increase the storage capacity. 
*"AS to the second objeciioh.every iariu- 
er with laud enough to put pa 40 or 5C 
cows to 100 acres will surely have a 
silo and cut his tedder and bis hay, aud 
with well arranged hanging tracks can 
take his cut feed across his barnyard iuti) 
his cow barn with more satisfaction than 
in the olu way cf taking forkfuls of haj 
and sheaves of fodder through dark acd 
najrow entries. 


A silo should be built near to, but 


not in connection with, the cow barn. 
The penetrating smell of the ensilage 
may be dangerous to the milk or cream. 
A round silo, 25 feet deep and 24 feet 
m diameter, made of lumber, can be 
built for $300. If judiciously placed, it 
can b« fed from with sufficient conven- 
ience and safety. If this (rilo is filled 
with well grown and well matured 
corn, but little other coarse feed will be 
required and the feeding of the cows 
made easy and simple. 


An extension of this idea of tingle 


purpose barns would suggest a horse 
barn also, which in runny ways-would 
be preferable to stabling them ia the: 
basements of bank' barns. We Tised to 
imagine that great straw sheds were 
needed for the storage of litter, the shel- 
ter of the 'stock and the protection of 
the manure. Now we haul onr manure 
directly to the fields, our cows ate not 
let cut when they require shelter, tuifl thr 
straw shoalil bo cut into inch lengths at 
the time of thrashing, in which case it 
can bo housed in one-third the usual 
space, and actually costs less than to 
store it av.-sy uncnt. 


Now a few words as to the stable ar- 


rangement of this ideal cow barn. 
Twenty-eight feet, the width of this 
barn, allows a 5 foot entry on one side 
running the length of the born. The 
stables proper run across the building, 
are £0 feet long and hold six cows each, 
40 inches to the cow. There are three 
double stables and two single ones. 
Those at each end of these eight stables 
hold 48 cows and occupy 94 feet, in- 
cluding the four crow entries, which 
lire 9 feet each. Each cow stands on a 
platform 4)i feet wide, with a 1 foot 
manure gutter behind her and a walk 
of 4 feet Cf course this spacing presup- 
poses the use of stanchions. The cows 
feed on each side of this 9 foot entry, a 
depression in the cemented floor serving 
as a trough. The cow* are watered from 
a water bowl, which, with traps, stable 
piping and plumbing, will cost about $2 
per head. Very slight divisions arc re- 
quired between the cows, and but little 
lumber is nsed in the •whole stabling. 


All feeds are carried through the en- 


tries on hanging iron tracks.high enough 
to be out of the wuy. At) extension of 
these same tracks should lead to the 
storage barn and silo, which uced only 
be n few yards off.. The whole stabling 
and entries should be solidly laid in wa- 
ter limo, fmished with Portland cement. 


A room at any end of building, S8 by 


14 feet, is used as office, hot water ar- 
rangement, mixing boxes, etc. 


The meal is kept in the half story 


rooms above, aud is lot down through 
shoots. 


These stables all open into the barn- 


yard lot, and being short are easily 
cleaned, and the stabler, holding only 
six cows each, are not crowded when 
letting in or out. 


A concluding word on ventilation: 


With no other animal is a warm and 
equable temperature so important. This, 
condition fosters secretion, ami gocrcting 
is a cow's life duty. Coal is cheupei 
than corn as fuel; one costs $4 per ton 
tho other $20. If yom- stables arc not- 
warm enough, make tho heat artificial- 
ly. Do notuiru your cow's stomach into 
a heating furiiiieo. 
Wo want that to 


change protein feeds into milk, not car- 
bon into heat. —Philadelphia Ledger.

Dr. M. R. Trust bower, State veteri- 


narian of Illinois, has for some years 
been niakiiisr a special study of this ail- 
ment. He says: 


Lumpy jaw, or actincniycosis, is a 


vegetable parasitic disease due to tlie 
introduction into the animal of the ray 
fnugas through lui abrasion or wound 
of the month, tongue or cheeks, or it 
gains an entrance along a shedding tooth 
or a dir-cnscd tooth. After tho li-viug 
plant thus gams an entrance, it multi- 
plies aud grows somewhat similar to 
plants ontskte uf the animal economy. 
As the filaments grow, the tissues in 
which the implantation occuned givo 
way to them, the result of mechanical 
pressnn-, pus forming, and other septic 
bacteria will be found in connection 
with the ray fungus; tumors and ab- 
scesses form of varying size, and finally 
ruptiue, discharge their contents, and a 
slowly healing sore remains. This ab- 
scess frequently empties into the month, 
throat or nasal cavities; consequently 
tho u it-charge may be swallowed or iu- 
hiilncl into the hiugs and fresh tumors 
and abscpssi's develop in the lung.-, 
stomach or intestines. 


In many cases cevernl tumors form iu 


rapid sucrcfi-Hai. Occasionally the tumor 
will gradually di<si]ipe,ir without exter- 
nal discbantp bevomms visible.

nors, thcic ha* burn found a deposit of 
quartz, showing that nature is stiil at 
work on this same lode, but tho knowl- 
edge of tho direction of her labors 
would mean a fortune to any man. 


It costs thousands of dollars to timber 


a mine and millions of feet of lumber.

Mr. Fisk thought that permanent 


relief would be obtained only by the 
construction of a trunk sewer in the 
river bed. 
He thought an open 


ditch would be no Improvement and 
only a waste of money. The ques- 
tion of the refuse matter 


FEOM THE FAPXR HILLS 


which is emptied into the river was 
brought up and thoroughly discussed 
and finally a motion was made to 
declare the refuse a nuisance and re- 
quest the paper mill people to cease 
emptying the refuse into the creek 
within the next ten days. The mo- 
tion was carried and the board then 
decided to visit the city council 
chamber while tbe council was in 
session and request a special meeting 
at which the matter could be more 
thoroughly discussed and surveys of 
the sewer course could be examined. 


The board visited the city council 


and upon motion that body decided 
to hold a special meeting on next Fri- 
day evening to consider the matter 
thoroughly and decide if possible 
upon some practical plan for relief. 


The proper disposition of the city 


sewage is tbe matter to be consid- 
ered. The filth from the city is un- 
doubtedly the real cause of the ob- 
noxious, germ-fllled stench 
To re- 


move the matter emptied from the 
paper mills into tbe river bed would 
only leave Hog creek course in a more 
clogged up and unsanitary condition 
than it already is, and should the 
board of health compel the paper mill 
people to dispose of the refuse in some 
other manner, the result would only 
be that, the mill would be closed down 
by tbe American Strawboard Co. and 
two hundred or two hundred and fifty 
working people of this city would be 
thrown out of employmont. 


Every day that the paper mills are 


in operation there Is emptied into 
Hog Creek, from that institution, 
1,000,000 gallons of water and 100 
bushels of lime, and a few dlalnfect- 
snts more g*2S«!!y used tu*n lime. 
The creek above the paper mills has 
been dry throughout nearly the en- 
tire summer season, and hut for the 
water pumped into it from tbe mill's 
fresh water wells there would be lit- 
tle or no water run through the dis- 
ease-infected water course to carry 
off the outflow of the sewers which 
empty Into the channel.
